See Lessons 97, 98, 99 and 100, pages 84, 85 and 86, for suggestions on 
exercises to be given with this review. For a final exercise, let the class 
try this : the captain of one side gives a word. The teacher begins immediately 
to count. Before ten is reached, the captain of the other side must give a word 
that begins with the last letter of the first word given. Then the second man 
on the side that began the match must give a word beginning with the last 
letter of the opposing captain's word, before the teacher counts ten. Then the 
other side must give a word, and so on. One who cannot give a word, or gives 
one beginning with a wrong letter, goes to his seat. Any English word should 
be accepted. 
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SUGGESTIONS TO TEACHERS 

The object of the spelling lesson. Every spelling lesson has two 
objects. One object is to teach the correct spelling of the words 
given in the lesson. The other object is to help the pupils to form 
the spelling habit. 

What the spelling habit is. A person who has formed the spell- 
ing habit notes unconsciously the letters in a word new to him, and 
thus teaches himself the spelling of new words. A person who has 
not formed this habit gets only a cloudy impression of a new word, 
and does not spell it correctly unless it is given to him as a lesson ; 
then he is compelled to memorize it. The formation of this habit 
in the primary grades is of great importance, for it is not possible 
to have every child memorize every word that he may need to use 
in later years. In geography, in arithmetic, in industrial work, in 
every subject that he studies, he meets new proper names, new 
technical terms. It is a serious interruption to the regular work 
when the teacher must stop for spelling lessons on these new words. 
This interruption can be avoided only by careful daily work in 
spelling in the primary grades. There are a few rules for spelling 
which are helpful, and which may be taught to children old enough 
to reniember and apply a rule. But the number of English words 
that do not follow any rule, and that are not spelled as they are 
pronounced, is so great that to make good spellers we must rely 
chiefly on trained memories and the spelling habit. 

The special object of the spelling lesson in a Philippine school. 

We may say that in a Philippine school the spelling lesson has a 
third object — to increase the children's command of English. The 
understanding and the use of English is the basic work of the pri- 
mary grades. It must be done effectively, else the principles 
taught in arithmetic, the information given in geography or nature 
study, and the directions necessary in industrial work will fall on 
deaf ears ; furthermore, the work of the intermediate grades will be 
given under a disadvantage. The spelling lesson, if intelligently 
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taught and studied, is of great value in language teaching. It 
gives the teacher an opportunity to drill on vocabulary ; it reviews 
and enforces the meaning of words met in other lessons ; it so im- 
presses words on the pupil's mind that he uses them, which is of 
great importance, for power to use words often lags far behind the 
' understanding of them. 

The teacher's preparation for the lesson. Be sure that you pro- 
nounce correctly the words in the lesson. You will find it the 
wisest plan to look up every word in the dictionary before assigning 
a new lesson to your class ; note carefully pronunciation, division 
into syllables, and meanings. Many words have several different 
meanings or shades of meaning ; if there is nothing in the lesson 
to suggest to you which meaning had best be taken, choose the 
simplest and 'most commonly used meaning of the word to teach to 
your class. If your class begins with Part II, Part III, or Part IV, 
read over all the preceding pages at the beginning of the year. 
Then you will know what to expect of your class. Whatever Part 
you teach, read over all the footnotes in the book ; exercises are 
sometimes suggested in connection with one lesson that may well 
be used with lessons in any of the grades. 

Class Work. If the lesson has a paragraph of reading matter, or 
if it is a dictation exercise, begin by having the sentences read 
aloud, and take care that the meaning of each word is understood. 
All the new words in a reading lesson may not be given in the 
columns under it, but they will appear later in the book. All the 
new words in a dictation lesson are given in the column beside the 
sentences. With lessons where exercises are suggested, be sure 
that the class understands, before the study period begins, exactly 
what is required. 

Pronounce distinctly each word in the spelling lesson, and have 
several. children pronounce it, one at a time. If necessary, take 
time to have every child in the class pronounce it, for it is essential 
to have the correct pronunciation associated with a word from the 
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beginning. Insist always on clear enunciation, working to over- 
come the habit of slurring final consonant sounds. Drill on careful 
sounding of separate words will tend to prevent the running to- 
gether of words which often makes speech unintelligible. 

Many lessons contain plural nouns, the present participles of verbs, 
past tenses formed with ed^ or compound words. The simple form 
is always given before any of the longer forms, except in the case 
of a few compound words, where the new word is mentioned in the 
footnote to the lesson. Always review the simple form first, and 
have the children show how the longer form is built. This 
work will prove of great help in the language study, for the children 
will become familiar with the plural forms of nouns and with the 
various changes in the verbs, before they study number and tense. 
It is not necessary, in the spelling lesson, to use any of the terms 
of grammar. Associate number words, as two^ five, a dozen, 
with plural nouns ; have sentences given with progressive tenses ; 
and have time words, as yesterday, last week, a year ago, given in 
sentences with past tenses. When English-speaking children begin 
to study English grammar, they already know and use, with un- 
conscious correctness, many words which illustrate the rules to be 
learned. Much of the work given in this Spelling Book is planned 
to give Filipino children something of the same background of 
experience with English forms. 

Children must be taught how to study a spelling lesson. Left 
to themselves, they fall into the habit of muttering the letters of a 
word over and over, in a singsong, with no thought of what they 
are doing. This is unintelligent memorizing; substitute for it 
intelligent memorizing, which means concentration of mind on the 
particular thing to be learned. Teach the children to pick out of 
a lesson the words that are hard for them, and to concentrate their 
attention on those words. Help them by calling attention to all 
silent letters, to unusual combinations of letters, to letters that are 
given an unusual pronunciation, as u in busy; in short, train them 
to notice the peculiarities of words. 
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End the period for class work with quick oral spelling of the words 
in the new lesson. Let the children keep their books open and 
refer to them if necessary. 

The written lesson. Decide on a form for the spelling papers, 
and have it followed. Insist on neat papers. Train the children 
to listen attentively and to catch the word from once hearing it. 
You must, of course, be fair with your class ; you cannot expect 
the children to get the word if you do not pronounce it distinctly 
and correctly. Hand back the corrected papers, and have careless 
papers re-written. Some teachers find it a good plan to have each 
pupil keep a notebook in which he enters the words he misspells. 
Other teachers keep a class book, in which they enter every word 
misspelled by any pupil. This plan enables the teacher to learn 
what words are most difficult for the class. Words for review can 
be taken from this list. Second-grade and even third-grade pupils 
may be required to form the misspelled words of a lesson on their 
desks with letters. Another plan is to have each pupil who mis- 
spells a word bring his paper to the teacher at the beginning of the 
next recitation, and spell the word aloud. 

How much time to give to the spelling lesson. Twenty minutes 
a day in the second grade, fifteen in the third and fourth grades, 
should be enough time. The lessons have purposely been made 
short so that they may be learned thoroughly and may be written 
in a few minutes. In Parts I and II no lesson has more than six 
words. In Part II some lessons have eight words, but two of the 
eight will be found to be longer forms of words in the lesson or of 
words previously learned. Part III has few lessons with eight new 
words. Part IV has no lessons with more than eight new words. 
Where the program can be arranged to permit it, give the second 
grade, at least, two periods a day for spelling. One period may be 
given to recitation work on the new. lesson, and to oral review. 
Then the class should be given a study period for spelling. Later 
in the day, take a short period for the written lesson. 
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Review Work. Review constantly, and in as many ways as you 
can devise. Review each page before going on to the next ; re- 
view especially difficult words ; with a lesson on a special subject, as 
arithmetic words or words relating to a certain trade, review words 
previously learned connected with the same subject. 

The grades for which the First Spelling Book is intended. The 

First Spelling Book covers the work of the second, third and fourth 
grades. The vocabulary correlates with the subjects studied in 
these grades, and is based upon the standard text-books used. 

Part I is intended for the first part of the second year. It reviews 
the first-year vocabulary and offers additional drill on first-year 
reading and language work. 

Part II is for the second half of the second grade. The vocabu- 
laries of Part I and II are concerned with the simplest and most 
elemental experiences of any child. 

Part III is for the third grade, and Part IV for the fourth grade. 
The child's growing interest in the world outside his own home is 
provided with the necessary vocabulary. Part IV, in particular, 
gives many words relating to the industrial work of the grade. A 
few simple rules of speUing are given, for which the children have 
been prepared by the constant drill on building the various forms 
of nouns, verbs and adjectives. 

The picture pages. Beginning with Part II, full-page illustrations 
of animals and objects are given. The lessons on pages preceding 
and following these pictures are based on them, but all the names 
on the picture pages are not given in those lessons. Those more 
difficult, from the point of view of spelling, are given in later lessons. 
Teach the pronunciation of all names on a picture page when the 
class reaches the page, but do not require written spelling of the 
words until they have occurred in the course of the lessons. 
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
